vances for the Russians with the capture of strongly fortified posi- 
tions along the Sereth and the Graberka. The forward push of 
the Russians in this sector is not only bringing them closer to Lem- 
berg on the direct line of advance but is pointed out by military 
critics as likely seriously to endanger the entire Austrian" front 
along the Stripa, to the south, which is rapidly being outflanked. 


GERMANS UNABLE TO REGAIN GROUND 


Heavy fighting continues on the western front in the Verdun 


region, according to Paris. However, the Germans have been en- 
tirely unsuccessful in their efforts to regain ground lost to the 
French in General Nivelle's vigorous offensive of last week.

CRUSHING DEFEAT FOR THE TURKS 


British reports of the fighting east of the Suez canal in Egypt, 


show a crushing defeat for the Turks, Who are said to have lost 
fully one-fourth of their effectives, which numbered some 14,000 


men. 
The British took more than 3,100 prisoners. They are pur 


suing the Turks who already have been driven 18 miles into the 
desert from the zone of the action. 


In German East Africa the British have driven the Germans 


beyond the central railway line bisecting the possession, thus press 
ing them into a comparatively narrow area on the other side of 
which Portuguese forces from the neighboring colony of Portu 
guesc, East Africa, are operating. 
British dispatches report Pre. 


mier Louis Botha, of the Union of South Africa on the scene in an- 
ticipation that, the operation of depriving the Germans of their last 
remaining Colonial possession soon could be accomplished.

small percent of the members of 
the so-called American battallions 
ever-lived in Canada, and that the 
American news dispatches carried

Towards Portsmouth. Over it have passed the near 
traffic of a 


big town, hundreds and hundreds of automobiles weekly, that foi a 
greater part of the nine years could not comfortably run to 
con- 


nection with the macadam and tens of thousands of wagons, haul- 
ing clay from the banks. Yet, apparently, it is quite as good as it 
ever was while the macadam calls for a slow bell,, being lull of 
ruts and dug-outs almost its entire length. As an investment it has 
practically disappeared. Add to its original cost the expense of re- 
pairs needed for restoration, pile on that the wear and tear of ve- 
hicles passing over it and in its finality it will be found a less ceo- 


nomical road than the brick. 


Let it not be understood that we are arguing against the mer- 


its of a macadam surface. Quite the contrary. 
There 
arc 
roails 


where macadam is both originallyaud ultimately cheaper than brick, 
and even more desirable. The relative economy depends upon the 
character and volume of the traffic carried. 
As is a familiar 
fact 


the topography of Scioto county is exceptional. 
Like the veins nl 


the body converging into arteries, the roads of Seioto county run 
into trunk highways. These we hold should be hriukcd, 
because 


the traffic upon them is too great for macadam to hold up under 
and that traffic is yet but in its beginning. Subsidiary roads may 
well be macadamized, or cindered, but it should be always borne in 
mind that the weakness of macadam is that once starting to wear, 
it disintegrates fast. It calls for quick repairing and unless this is 
constantly regarded and acted upon the material 
always 
proves 


costly.

London, Aug. 7.—According to an official 
statement issued 


by the war office today, the Turkish forces on a new offensive near 
Eomani, east of Port Said, with their goal the Suez canal, were de- 
cisively beaten by the British.

The number of unwounded Turks captured by the English 


was 3,145. This statement says that the Turks were pursued 18 
miles. The pursuit continued beyond Katia, which is 23 miles east 
of the Suez canal. 


The statement says: "In reference to the fighting in the Katia 


district the general officers commanding in chief in Egypt re- 
ports that our artillery rifle and machine gun flre was most effec- 
tive and that .the Turkish losses in killed and wounded 
appear 


from all accounts to have been very heavy. Late in the evening of 
the 5th of August territorial infantry gallantly carried a strong'.. 
rear guard position. Our pursuit of the Turks has been continued 
for a distance of 18 miles, and they are no wwell clear of the 
Katia-Umaisha basin..
